The inland parts of Britain are inhabited by thofe who 
from tradition ¢all themfelves natives of the ifland; 
but the fea coaft by the Gauls, who crofied over 


to plunder and wage war: ail thefe are called 
he cottanat the places. from’ whence pai whe 
when they had done fighting, fettled tliere, and turned 
themfelves to agricul 


ture. The wage t is y 
full of people, very thick of houfes, built much the 
oy fathion with the Gauls : they have alfo 

cattle. © For current money they oake ub of bral: 
or a fort of iron rings, which are valued according’ to 
their weight. The mid-land countties produce fome tin; 
and near the fea there is iron, but not miuch ef it : cheir 
brafs is imported. They have all forts of wood, ag ia 
Gaul, except the beech and the fir-tree : ‘tis held unlaw- 
ful and wrong to eat hare, or hen, or goofe ; they 
breed thefm all for their pleafure and diverfion. The cli- 
mate is more temperate here than in Gaul, the cold wea- 
ther being milder.
